April I95o . liach car carried twenty to thirty 
soldiers, all of whom wore red-bordered black 
epaulets. *oae of the men wore artillery In- 
signia. six ;boxears standing on the spur lead- 
ing to the depot west of the Kraftfahrzeug Las erne 
were loaded with ammunition, 3ix flatcars were 
each loaded with one tractor. There were 51 ad- 
ditional flatcars, twelve of which were loaded 
with one canvas-covered gun each,, and nineteen

4o \ train loaded on 22 ,.pril 195c consisted of twelve 
boxcars anti about 38 flatcars, jix of the boxcars 
were each loaded v.Ith twenty to thirty soldiers, 
wearing red-bordered black epaulots v;ith artil- 
lery insignia.

Letter from a woman, presumably an of- 
ficer's .wife , to her friends in Germany, dated 
20 February 1950. »n excerpt from the letter 
follows - 

"> .'e arrived safely. In Berlin our bag- 
gage was speedily bound with steel 
straps. When you leave, be sure thrt 
your travel papers nre in order, in

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addition to your free-luggage certifi- 
cate, which must specify the weight of 
the baggage, you need an authorization 
from Potsdam, otherwise you must pay for 
it. 7'e had to stay in Berlin until 
Wednesday, waiting for this entry..... 

I paid 400 eastmarks for the Berlin-Brest 
Litoysk ticket ...... .i'e arrived here on 

31 January, but v/e have not yet started 
working because we intend to change our 
place of residence, and this takes quite 
a long time .... Here you can buy every- 
thing you like, clothing as well as food. 
You hardly knoiv what to buy, seeing in the 
iores so many delicacies one has done with- 
out since the good old times before the 
war. But the money on hand restricts one?s 

purchases jy best regards to the
